NCE the pride of the West- 
ern Conference in football, 
the University of Chicago, by 
action of its board of trustees, 
last night voted to discontinue 
the sport as an intercollegiate 
activity.

The 1939 Chicago eleven won 
only two games, from Wabash 
and Oberlin. It was swamped 
in conference and intersectional 
contests by scores considered 
disgraceful for a Big Ten team.

Thick smoke occurred in St. 
‘Louis this morning for the seventh 
time this month and the nineteenth 
31. It continued 
‘this season’s average of at least one 
day out of three begrimed by heavy 


‘palls. 


This time many sections of the 
St. Louis County suburbs were 


at a meeting last} nok y, even before daybreak. A 


brisk east and southeast wind ac- 
counted for that condition, but as 
the early smoke blew away from 
the city there was a fresh produc- 
tion in the downtown and midtown 
areas under the impetus of a mini- 
mum temperature of 26 degrees, 
which caused heavy stoking of fuel. 

The wind direction was just right 
to carry the pall to Lambert-St. 
Louis Field, 13 miles from the 
downtown area. The smoke began 
reaching the airport about mid- 


night, reducing visibility to a mile 
at 7:30 o’clock this morning and 
half a mile only 20 minutes later.

ROOSEVELT AGAIN DECLINES 
TO COMMENT ON GARNER BID 


| Refuses at Press Conference to 
Make Known -His Views on 
Vice-President’s Candidacy. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 22.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt again declined to 
comment today on the candidacy 
of Vice-President Garner for the 


ination, asserting that he was lit- 
erally too busy with foreign af- 
fairs and domestic problems to be 
talking about potential events such 
a long way off. 

The statement was made at his 
press conference when he was re- 
minded of Garner’s recent an- 
nouncement and statements by At- 
torney-General Murphy and Secre- 
tary of the Interior Ickes that the 
“liberal elements” in the country 
should get together against con- 
servative candidates. 

Hesitating to choose his words, 
Roosevelt told reporters that un- 
fortunately he had two things, a 
sense of proportion and a sense 
of timing. He thus left hig pres- 
ent views unknown. 


DUCK CENSUS BY PLANE 


TAKES NINETY MINUTES 


Under Old System by Motorboat, It 
Would Have Occupied Four or 
Five Days. 

PEORIA, Ill. Dec. 22 (AP).— 
Frank C. Bellrose Jr., Illinois nat- 
ural history surveyor, used an air- 
plane for his duck census. 

Circling in an airplane 800 feet 
above the Illinois River basin, Bell- 
rose counted 90,000 wild ducks in 
90 minutes. Game Warden Phillip 
O’Connell of Peoria was his pilot. 

Bellrose estimated the survey of 
a 60-mile area between Peoria and 
Hennepin would have taken four or 
five days by the old method in an 
outboard motorboat.

DETROIT, Dec. 22 (AP).—A spe- 
cial grand jury today indicted the 
three largest corporations in the 


United States engaged in distribu- 
tion and sale of electrical supplies, 
along with 10 Detroit wholesale 
houses and 19 individuals on a 
charge of conspiracy to violate the 
anti-trust laws through price-fixing. 

The national corporations named 
were the General Electric Supply 
Co., Schenectady, N. Y., distribut- 
ing agency for the General Electric 
Corporation; Westinghouse Electric 
Supply Co., distributing agency for 
the Westinghouse 
Manufacturing Co. of East Pitts- 
burgh, Pa., and the Graybar Elec- 
tric Co. of New York, an independ- 
ent distributing agency since it was 
divorced from the American Tele- 
phone and Telegraph Co. . holding 
company setup. 

Involves Detroit Deals. 

The supply companies were in- 
dicted in connection with the al- 
leged acts of local representatives. 
Individuals named included local 
representatives, the heads of the 
wholesaling firms and others.

December 15 the grand jury re- 
turned an indictment naming 48 
defendants in an alleged conspir- 
acy to control the tile industry in 
the Detroit area. 

Among the individuals named to- 
day were C. D. Lamoue, district 
manager of the General Electric 
Supply Corporation; A. R. May- 
nard, district manager of the Gray- 
bar Co.; James Fidway, district 
manager, and D. L. Reid, district 
apparatus and supplies manager 
of the Westinghouse company. 

Handled Big Orders. 

The indictment charges the de- 
fendants with setting artificial 
prices for electrical equipment used 
by large industries, major utilities 
and contractors on big jobs such, as 
apartment houses, the University of 
Michigan in connection with its 
building program, the City of De- 
troit and the State of Michigan. 
Federal officials said the defend- 
ants did not deal in electrical sup- 
plies for small home construction. 

“We allege that the defendants 
conspired to fix, maintain and con- 
trol an arbitrary, artificial and non- 
competitive price structure and dic- 
tated terms for the sale of electri- 
cal supplies,” Dobey said.

BERLIN, Dec. 22 (AP).—Two 
passenger trains crowded with 
Christmas travelers, collided in the! 
station at Genthin today, killing 70 
persons and injuring 100, German | 
authorities estimated. 

The wreck occurred when the 
Berlin-Neukirchen (Saar) express, 
traveling at top speed, plowed into 
the Berlin-Cologne train, which was

The locomotive and six cars of 
one train and four cars of the other 
were derailed. 

The wreck caused the greatest 
loss of life of any of a series of 
German rail disasters, of which it 
was the eighth since the war began. 

It raised the casualty toll to 193 
dead and more than 158 injured. 

Six of the’ previous wrecks also 
were collisions. The seventh was 
a derailment caused by a rock slide. 
Genthin is about 50 miles south- 
west of Berlin on the railway to 
Magdeburg.

Pries Bone Apart, Anchors Mahog- 
any Block to It With Screws 
to Mend Injury. 

OXFORD, O., Dec. 22 (AP). — 
Harry Couzzingo, who says he is 
three-quarters Sioux Indian, 
spurned surgical aid for a broken 
rib, operated on himself and today 
wears a mahogany block screwed 
into the.bone in his effort to mend 
the injury. 

“It hurt a little at first,” admit- 
ted the 68-year-old stone-worker ‘as 
he returned to work. 

Last Friday, Couzzingo, who was 
carrying a paving block, fell, the 
block breaking his rib. 

“It hard to breathe . , . doctor 
want to tape it up,” Couzzingo re- 
lated. He refused aid. Returning 
to his home he pried the member 
apart, punched two holes in the 
bones with an icepick,’and anchored 
the wooden block in place with two 
ordinary screws. Daily he removes 
the screws to sterilize them. —

NEW YORK, Dec. 22 (AP).— 
Officers of the Shepard Steamship 
Co. today announcec that their 
freighter-passenger steamship Wind 
Rush was ablaze in the Caribbean 
Sea in circumstances which indi- 
cated sabotage.

GENEVA, Dec. 22 (AP).—World 
Red Cross organiaztions rushed aid 
for Finland today following urgent 
cables. from their representative 
in Helsinki.

WASTE GOAL BRIQUETS 
“TESTED IN PLANT HERE 


‘Smoke Not Perceptible After 


30 Minutes in Contrast 
With Loose Fuel. 


_perimentally from waste screenings 
‘of Illinois coal, of the high smoke- 
‘producing type used extensively in 
'St. Louis, were used for the first 
'time in firing tests today at a plant 
‘at 6136 Manchester avenue. 

| When the briquets were first 
| placed in the furnace, a moderate 
‘amount of yellowish smoke came 
up the smoke stack. Within six 
|'minutes only a thin line of smoke 
could be seen, and after 30 minutes 
| the smoke was virtually undiscerni- 
' ble. 

In contrast, natural coal of the 
same type used in the briquets 
caused heavy billows of black 
smoke when first fired under the 
same conditions. After six min- 
utes the smoke diminished some- 
what, but was heavier than when 
| the briquets were first fired. A 
‘half hour after firing, the smoke 
was still as dense as that given off 
when the briquets were first placed 
in the furnace. 

The tests are being conducted by 
the E. J. Wallace Coal Co., 1205 
‘Olive street, in co-operation with 
'the Eberling Co. of Cleveland, man- 
lufacturers of briquetting ma- 
chines. 

Better Combustion. 

R. F.. Mitten, sales manager for 
the Eberling firm, said Illinois coal 
contains from 35 to 40 per cent free 
volatile matter, which causes it to 
‘produce heavy billows of smoke 
when burned. Finer grades of bi- 
‘tuminous coal contains only about 
16 per cent free volatile matter. 
The tests today indicated, he said, 
that the briquets caused smoke in 
amounts comparable with that pro- 
‘duced by coal having about 20 to 
|24 per cent free volatiles. 
| Although the briquets contain 
| the same amount of free volatile 
matter as natural Illinois coal, the 
|difference in smoke is due to the 
| Porous structure of the briquets, 
which permits more complete com- 
bustion, Mitten said. 

He estimated that briquets could 
be produced in St. Louis to retail 
at $5.50 to $6 a ton. The screen- 
ings used in the briquets are quar- 
ter-inch or smaller particles, which 
are now discarded in the making 
of stoker coal. At present there 
is no market for this “dust,” and 
the supply is plentiful, he said. 

In making the briquets,. the 
screenings are first mixed in a 
hopper with a binder of powdered 
corn husks, 15 pounds of which 
are used with each ton of coal. Wa- 
ter is added until the mixture has 
the consistency of heavy paste. 
The screenings then pass into an- 
other hopper and are fed into a 
compressor, which forms briquets 
3% inches square under a pressure 
of 2000 pounds per inch, They then 
are wrapped in heavy paper pack- 
| ages of six briquets:each and 
_ placed in a drying chamber to drive 
out moisture. Each package weighs 
10 pounds. 

Plant Cost Put at $17,000. 

Mitten said a briquetting plant, 
having a capacity of about 120 tons 
a 24-hour day, would cost about 
$17,000. Plants of this, or larger 
| size, could be set up in various 
| parts of the city and be easily ac- 
_cessible for dealers and consumers, 
|he said. 

Last winter, he said, 225,000 tons 
‘of briquets were sold in Detroit. 
‘About 90 per cent of the sales were 
‘in small quantities, the purchasers 
usually buying about a dollar's 
\worth at a time. The briquets can

Property Securing 9 
Loans Produced Less 
_ Than Half of Sum Due. 


The St. Louis County school fund 
has lost $24,952, or more than half 


the amount of outstanding indebt- 
edness, in the sale of nine pieces 
of property securing loans which 
have been foreclosed in the last 
three years because of delinquency 
in payment of interest, a check of 


records by the Post-Dispatch dis- 


closed today. 3 
The nine loans, some of them 
made as long as 15 years ago, on 
which interest was long delinquent, 
were for a total of $34,800. Inter- 
est and foreclosure expenses 
brought the total indebtedness on 
the loans to $48,347. The county 
received only $23,395. by the sale 
of properties securing the loans. 
Judge Clifford Corneli, head of 
the present County Court, an ad- 
ministrative body, which approved 
the recent $35,000 loan to Mr. and 
Mrs, Benjamin Multack on property 
they had bought for less than $26,- 
500, has pointed out that the Court 
is continuing the activities started 
by a previous court toward clear- 
ing up of delinquent loans. A total 
of 19 are delinquent $111,100 in 
payment of principal and interest. 
The Court today ordered fore- 
closure of a $15,500 loan, with in- 
terest of $1676 delinquent since 
1936, held by heirs of Peter Wetzel, 
who made the loan in 1908 through 
a straw party, William H. Teget- 
hoff. Members of the Court. said 
they knew the loan was uncollect- 
ible because of the statute of lim- 
itations outlawing deeds: of trust 
after 20 years, but hoped the pro- 
ceedings might cause the heirs to 
pay. The loan was secured by 167 
acres of land near Olive Street road 
and Elmwood avenue. 

To Appraise Multack Property. 
The County Court today appoint- 
ed three appraisers, in line with its 
announcement Monday, to appraise 
the property securing the Multack 
loan, a 21-acre subdivision acre site 
in Brentwood, with a view to re- 
quiring additional security or call- 
ing in part of the loan if it is shown 
the property is not worth twice the 
amount of tHe loan, as required by 
law. 

Appraisers appointed are E. M. 
Thornhill, 807 Chestnut street; 
Francis A. Reardon, 111 North 
Tenth street, and H, O. Byrd, 722 
Chestnut street. In a. statement, 
members of the Court asserted the 
appraisers’ were appointed from @ 
list of the 17 members of the local 
chapter of the American Institute 
of Appraisers, and were not known 
personally to the Court.

Fifteen loans in all have been 
foreclosed as a result of the cam- 
paign started by the County Court 
of three years ago, but the proper- 
ties securing six of them have not 
yet been sold.

When the President sends his an- 


nual budget message to Congress 
in January, it is predicted, he will 
asx for about $9,250,000,000 of ex: | 
penditures in the year beginning: 
July 1, 1940. 

At the same time he is expected 
to forecast revenues in that fiscal 
year of about $6,300,000,000, not | 
counting revenue from any new 
taxes which Congress might levy. 

Effect of War on Budget. 
The war has increased some 
eosts, particularly those for na- 
tional defense, and has cut some 
revenues, such as customs receipts. 
But better business—some say this 
is also a war effect—has reduced 
certain costs, like relief, and has 
improved such revenues as income 
and excise taxes. 

By spending less and taking in 
more, the deficit in the next budget 
may be about $800,000,000 less than 
that for the current year. 

The President has thrown out 
some broad hints about his next 
budget. 

The army and navy seem sure 
of increases which will boost the 
national defense total from about 
$1,500,000,000 this year to two bil- 
lion dollars next year. 

Public Works Reduction. 

Public works advocates are 
groaning under prospects of seeing 
their funds cut from one billion 
dollars to about $500,000,000, includ- 
ing Federal grants to states for 
highway building. The budget is 
expected to rule out all new proj- 
ects and to provide barely enough 
cash to continue those already be- 
gun. 

Relief is due for a slash from 
about $1,500,000,000 to about one 
billlion dollars, many officials say. 
This cut is based on the belief 


that improving business can absorb 
@ substantial number of the job-|

Decreasing relief demands were 
hinted by WPA Commissioner F. C.

éé D ICKY,” the fanciest young 


pilot in the British Royal 

Air Force, has downed his 
first enemy plane and once more 
good cheer prevails in the mess of 
fighter squadrons, X and Z. 

His first victory is important to 
him and his comrades. Everybody 
who has known Dicky during his 
three-year career in the R. A. F.— 
a career distinguished by much 
stunt flying over small English 
villages, and many stiff scoldings 
from his superiors—has predicted 
that Dicky will be an ace before 
war is six months old. 

After the first six weeks of 
war, it began to look as though the 
prophets had been wrong. In the 
first place, there were no targets. 
The few stray planes that came 
near the airdrome of Squadrons X 
and Z always turned out to be 
either British or French. Then, 
when German planes finally be- 
gan to turn up, it was Z squadron 
that had all the luck. 


One-Man Expeditions. 


X squadron, and Dicky, chased 
planes all over the sky at five or 
six miles a minute but always lost 
them in the clouds, or over the 
frontier. Z squadron downed two 
Heinkels and hung a big black 
and white German cross up behind 
the bar in the officers mess as a 
symbol of its skill. The boys of X 
squadron began to stand in the cen- 
ter of the airdrome scanning the 
skies for possible victims while 
Dicky, who was beginning to de- 
velop a sullen sort of desperation, 
went off day after day on one-man 
expeditions. 

The pilots of X squadron dis- 
cussed the possibility of a private 
raid over Germany—‘“and we'll just 
keep on going until we run into 
something.” Dicky said nothing. 

Suddenly his luck changed. Out 
on one of his lone expeditions he 
spotted something that looked like 
a Heinkel, cruising along over the 
channel coast at 24,000 feet. Dicky 
went up to 25,000 feet, increased 
his speed to 350 miles an hour and 
dove with eight machine guns fir- 
ing. 


Nazi Plane Falls. 


“I don’t think they ever knew 
what hit them,” he said. “Suddenly 
the ship burst into flames and be- 
gan to fall and it kept burning 
until it hit the water. I don’t 
know whether they fired at me or 
not. You are going so fast you 
can't tell.” 

A British destroyer, hunting sub- 
marines a mile and a half away, 
saw the Heinkel go down and sent 
in an immediate confirmation. And 
because he was all alone Dicky got

Italy Ready to Break Axis Ties 
If Aggressors Strike in Balkans 


Rapprochement With Allies Possible, Whitaker 
Writes, Noting Change in Attitude 
Marked by Ciano’s Speech.

PARIS, Dec. 22. 

REPARING to intensify their 
P ettorts in the Balkans against 

possible German - Russian 
thrusts to the southeast, the Allies 
today are watching Rome, and 
there are signs for the first time 
that Italy may yet stand with 
Great Britain and France. These 
signs must not be exaggerated but 
Premier Benito Mussolini has cer- 
tainly lowered his eyes coyly and 
the flirtation can begin. 

The Rome-Berlin alliance has not 
been operative since the Salzburg 
and Berchtesgaden talks in July, 
as this correspondent has repeated- 
ly cabled from Rome. When Fueh- 
rer Adolf Hitler told Italian For- 
eign Minister Count Galeazzo Ciano 
that he was going to war against 
Poland in spite of Italy’s veto, the 
military clauses of the axis—spe- 
cifically Italy’s obligation to help 
Germany — lapsed automatically. 
But political and diplomatic co-op- 
eration was continued so that Italy 
if it judged the moment opportune 
could extend military aid. 

Now there are indications for the 
first time that Rome is preparing 
the way for a real rupture with 
Berlin. This is the significance of 
the treatment accorded Count 
Ciano’s Saturday speech by the Ital- 
ian newspapers this week. Italy's 
controlled press, by calculated in- 
discretions, has revealed to the 
public at last that Rome has two 
grievances against Hitler. 
Nazi-Communist Pact. 

For the first time the Italians 
are told that Germany went to war 
before Italy was prepared, and in 
spite of a precise undertaking that 
the Munich technique would not 
be pushed to the point of war for 
three full years. For the first time, 
moreover, the Italians are told that 
their Government was informed 
only at the last moment of the 
Nazi-Communist pact and did not 
connive in the act which cut the 


ideological ground from under Fas- | 


cism and introduced the threat of 
Communism to the Central Euro- 
pean frontiers of Italy. 

These two grievances can be 
fanned into the basis of a rupture 
with Berlin. This is significant, 
but it does not follow that Rome 
will rupture its axis ties. On the 
contrary, until he is absolutely cer- 
tain that Hitlerism is going to be 
crushed, Mussolini will not gladly 
join in an act which, by destroy- 


ing Nazi-ism, might also destroy} 


Fascism, It is much more likely 
that Count Ciano’s speech and its 
development in the press comment 
will only serve as a basis for Ital- 
ian flirtation with the Allies. And 
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when the Italians flirt, they threat- 
en, so that new movements of 
troops to Libya might coincide with 
secret talks with the Allies. 


Neither the French nor the Brit- 
ish have many illusions any longer 
about Rome’s technique. They 
know just how much importance 
to give to the latest developments 


in Italy. But if the Germans and 
Russians strike out in the Balkans, 
Italy has already prepared the way 
for rapprochement with the Allies. 
This is an opportunity neither Paris 
nor London is likely to lose, and it 
offers further prospect of isolating 
the Germans and forcing their de- 
feat in the field. 


Balkans Action Next? 


Where Hitler and Dictator Joseph 
V. Stalin will strike next none 
knows, but the prevailing judgment 
now indicates action in the Balkans 
in about two months. There have 
been reports that the Germans are 
threatening the Belgians again but 
the Belgian Embassy here says that 
Brussels fears no immediate thrust. 
After Belgian Foreign Minister 
Paul-Henri Spaak’s heartening 
speech Tuesday night, the Allies

Yet she was not in the 
Gulf of Mexico, but off the east 
coast. of Florida in the Atlantic 
Ocean when the British cruiser 
fired a shot across her bow. More- 
over, the Arauca is said to be carry- 
ing a cargo of Mexican oil, a strange 
cargo indeed for a German freight- 
er if her destination was New Or- 
leans: In the absence of convinc- 
ing proof to the contrary, there is, 
therefore, a strong presumption 
that the Arauca was going out to 
refuel a Nazi commerce raider in 
the Atlantic Ocean.

The Federal Judge’s words..were mild; the sting 
was in the form that hurt worat—the radical amputa- 
tion of fees, The petitions sought a total of $842,463 
for services, of which the Court allowed only $253,228. 
For every dollar asked, an average of only 30 cents 
was granted. 

This signalizes, as well as anything could, the new 
attitude of the courts and the effect of the new laws 
applying in bankruptcy and reorganization proce- 
dures. In past years, too many Judges allowed their 
legal and jay acquaintances to insinuate themselves 
into their favor and then exploit this association in 
various questionable ways in bankruptcy cases. 

The abuses amounted in too many cases to an open 
scandal. Not very many years ago, a probe into such 
a situation in East St. Louis resulted in the resigna- 
tion of a Federal Judge. 

Judge Davis was guided by two major considera- 
tions. First, the value of the actual work done by 
the various claimants. Second, whether the work was 
done for the Public Service Co. or in the furtherance 
of the interests of certain investors. 

Judge Davis set a pattern for other courts in dis- 
allowing entirely the claims of petitioners such as the 
law firm of Carter & Jones, whose services, however 
valuable, were perforfied in the interest of banks 
holding. notes against the company rather than in 
the interest of the company itself. _ 

Some of the claims may have been reduced below 
the figure which the petitioners might have asked 
for the expenditure of an equivalent amount of time 
for a private client. This, we say, may have been the 
case, but in no instance does a fee appear to have 
been cut too low for services whose compensation: is 
subject to determination by a public agency. 

Those who were active in the court reorganization 
of the Public Service Co. were to that extent public 
servants and entitled to be paid on that basis rather 
than according to the prevailing rates in’ private 
| business, where fortunate position counts for much, 

Judge Davis seems to have taken al] these factors 
into consideration and to have struck the happy 
medium which does justice to those who served in 
the reorganization without visiting unnecessary bur- 
dens upon a hard-pressed public utility.

Italy and the Axis. 

T the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

WO more rivets have been driven into 

the steel girders of the bridge that 
lightly swings its span over the sea of 
ideological difference between Nazi Ger- 
many and Soviet Russia, Rivet No, 1, the 
world condemnation of the Russian action 
against Finland, Rivet No 2, the oust- 
ing of Russia from the League of Nations. 

In spite of the further strengthening of 
the Russo-German ties, in spite of the 
Finnish intermezzo, Mussolini's Grand 
Council reaffirmed the axis and its mili- 
tary alliance 

Italy, because of her geographical posi- 
tion, natural leader of the Mediterranean, 
is today looking toward the south, toward 
North Africa. and is grimly studying 
those huge foreign mines floating in her 
own lake, Gibraltar, Malta and Cyprus. 

The Balkan states, within recent 
months, have become more and more the 
raw material yard for that giant indus- 
trial plant that is Germany. The reaf- 
firming of the axis. at this time, seems 
to emphasize the practical working agree- 
ment that apparently exists between Rus- 
sia, Germany and Italy. The often-pre- 
dicted “inevitable clashing of interests” 
of these three Powers in the Balkans has 
seemingly been avoided. 

Bordering on that Italian possession is 
the vast colonial empire of the French, 
second largest in the world. Partly policed 
by the Foreign Legion, France draws 
some of her military power from this im- 
mense human reservoir. 

Forty million Frenchmen, almost self- 
sufficient, and with a falling birth rate, 
listen with mixed emotions to the cries of 
Italian Deputies for Tunisia and Algeria. 

Italy, whose geo-political field is a sea, 
the Mediterranean, whose surplus popula- 
tion is building an agricultural supply 
market in North Africa, whose natural 
tendencies are toward the south, can well 
reaffirm her alliance with her northern 
industrial neighbor, whose lines of supply 
reach toward the east. R. H,

“Christ, our Savior, was born on Christmas 
day”—a statement unspoiled. then by our 
recent critical discoveries that almost cer- 
tainly it was not that day at all; you might 
achieve without effort a rather sketchy the- 
ology, altogether devoid of any personal and 
ethical responsibility: “To save us all from 
Satan's power when we were gone astray”; 
but best of all would be the lift of spirit that 
came, with the final, repeated refrain: “O 
tidings of comfort and joy.” 

All this could be yours on Christmas eve, 
if you were on the inside, where smiles 
flashed and men’s laughter guffawed. 

But if you were on the outside, with the 
‘wind and the cold, there were stark, grim 
lessons to be learned as the singing began.

NEW YORK, Dec. 22 (AP).— 
Alexander M. Stewart, 82 years old, 
internationally known architect and 
builder, board chairman of the con- 
tracting firm of James Stewart & 
Co., died at his home last night 
after a brief illness.’ 

Stewart directed the rebuilding 
of the Galveston (Tex.) waterfront 
following the storm of 1899, and the 
construction of the State Capitols 
of Oklahoma, Utah and Idaho, the 
Jefferson Memorial in Forest Park 
at St. Louis, the Interstate Com- 
merce and the Labor Department 
buildings in Washington, the Unit- 
ed States Courthouse and office 
building in New York City, and 
the Union Terminal in Cincinnati. 

His activities also included con- 
struction of public and private 
buildings in England, France and 
Japan, and harbor improvements at 
Toronto. 

Stewart was born in Kingston, 
Ontario. He attended the public 
schools of St. Louis. 

Survivors include a daughter, Mrs. 
Elizabeth Stewart-Richardson, of 
Forrest Landing, Md. 


GEORGE BENHAM FUNERAL 


Funeral services for George Ben- 
ham, general agent of the Penn 
Mutual Life Insurance Co. here 
from 1892 to 1924, were held yester- 
day in Norwalk, O., his birthplace 
and home in recent years.

The names of Bishop Rosati and 
Father de Andreis are included by 
the author in a list of many men 
and women whose personal virtue 
and apostolic labors in behalf of 
religion in the United States have 
caused their names to be submit- 
ted to Rome with the idea of mak- 
ing them candidates for beatifica- 
tion. 

Bishop’s Career. 

Bishop Rosati, born in Sora, in 
the Kingdom of Naples, in 1789, 
came to America in 1816 after en- 
tering the Congregation of the Mis- 
sion in Rome. After learning En- 
glish at St. Thomas’ Seminary in 
Bardstown, Ky., he went to Perry- 
ville, Mo., in 1818 and opened St. 
Mary’s Seminary there. 

This was the first institution of 
its kind west of the Mississippi 
River, and was the cradle of many 
pioneer Catholic missionaries in the 
Midwest. Bishop Rosati super- 
vised construction of the seminary, 
taught the most important courses 
and at the same time served as 
pastor to Catholics in the surround- 
ing country. 

In 1822, he was made Bishop in 
charge of a large part of the Mis- 
sissippi Valley territory, including 
St. Louis. The territory later was 
divided and he came to St. Louis 
in 1830. | 

Under his administr~tion, the St, 
Louis Hospital was opened by the 
Sisters of Charity in 1828, St. Louis 
College opened in 1829, and the old 
Cathedral built in 1831-34. In 1840 
Bishop Rosati left St. Louis to go 
to Rome and was sent as Apostolic 
Delegate to the Haitian Republic, 
He died in 1843. 

Others Mentioned. 

Most recent among the other per~ 
sons mentioned in the book is 
Father Leo Heinrichs, a Francis- 
can friar who was shot and killed 
in his church at Denver on Jan. 23, 
1908, by a man who knelt at the 
communion rail. Another is an In<« 
dian girl, Cateria Tekakwitha, 
known as The Lily of the Mo- 
hawks. Listed as a pioneer closely 
associated with work ong the 
Indians is Venerable Mother Rose 
Philippine Duchesne, foundress of 
the Religious of the Sacred Heart 
in the United States. 

Named also is Mother Elizabeth 
Ann Seton, a convert, who estab- 
lished St. Joseph’s College at Eme- 
mitsburg, Md., and is generally re- 
garded as having founded the pac 
rochial school system in this coun- 
try. Candidates from the Middle 
West are Mother Theodore Guerin, 
foundress of the Sisters of Provi- 
dence at St. Mary-of-the-Woods, 
Ind., and Mother Mary Magdalen 
Bentivoglio, who introduced the 
Order of Poor Clares in the United 
States and died at Evansville; Ind., 
in 1905. > 

Still others listed as prospective 
saints are Matthias Loras, first 
Bishop of Dubuque; Frederic Ba- 
raga, first Bishop of Marquette; 
Fra Junipero Serra, O. F. M., Apos- 
tle of California; Magin Catala, O, 
F. M., another California mission- 
ary; Samuel Charles Mazzuchalli,

Master of Italian Ship Tells 
How Submarines Trans- 
ferred 8~-at Séa. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 22 (AP).— 
The master of the Italian liner, 
Saturnia; reported on arrival yes- 
terday that eight German-Jewish 
passengers were taken off his ship 
by two French submarines which 
halted it off the Azores last Satur- 
day.

Uruguay Puts Armed Guards on 
the Tacoma in Inner Harbor. 

MONTEVIDEO, Dec. 22 (AP).— 
The Uruguayan Government placed 
armed guards aboard the German 
merchantman Tacoma today and 
detained it in the inner harbor. 

The Tacoma helped to remove 
the crew of the pocket battleship 
Admiral Graf Spee just before the 
warship was destroyed.

DIAGNOSIS: With each additional year, a child gains in 


mental age until it reaches mental adulthood at about 16 years. 
A child of the toddler stage cannot make logical inferences and 
entertain as involved thoughts as can an older child. Such a 
tot will hide its head under a sofa pillow, and apparently be- 
lieve that its parents cannot see it, simply because it cannot 
see the parents. . 

Moreover, youngsters are more easily swayed by quantity 
than by quality. Two pieces of cheap candy will usually be a 
stronger appeal than one costly chocolate. A toddler who cries 
because it has only one piece of candy when its brother has two 
pieces, can be soothed by breaking that single piece into frag- 
ments and thus producing two pieces thereof. Such a ruse 
would not satisfy an adult, who would see that he gained no 
additional candy by simply breaking the stick into halves. But 
it suffices for the child, who will feel happy after such a dem- 
onstration. Children also lack a sense of time, so they are 
not oriented within the parts of the day. 

For example, it isn’t until the average child is 6 years 
old that he can tell you whether it is morning or afternoon, 
so deferred rewards which are promised for “next week” or 
“next Saturday” are obviously too vague to be effective appeals. 


CHILDREN CAN ahead be ae from their goal 
or destination because they haven't the power to visualize fu- 
ture events as clearly as do adults.

T snows be postponed until all the 
little darlings are snugly asleep. 
They ought to weary of staying 
awake to see Santa Claus by mid- 
night. 

Have the tree from behind the 
garage, trunk end forward, so that 
the branches will fold up when they 
encounter. obstructions instead of 
spreading like the quills on a 
frightened porcupine. The sticky 
stuff on your hands is rosin. That 
shows the tree is fresh. 

The trunk of the tree should be 
sawed off straight at the base. You 
can judge the proper place to saw 
by the knot. Christmas trees al- 
ways have a knot where you 
ought to saw. 

When the tree has been securely 
nailed to the holder, stand away 
to see if it is erect. No. It leans 
at an angle of 45 degrees. Experi- 
ment until the angle has been re- 
duced to 15 degrees. You can make

The tree is now ready for trim- 
ming. Remember, the ornaments 
are fragile. A breakage of not 
more than 2 per cent is pretty good. 
Restrain the impulse to tie them

Don't Take My. Word for It

ADMIT—Verb. To allow en- 
trance. 

Do not say “ADD-mit.” This 
word should never be accented on 
the first syllable. 

It is worthy of note that teach- 
ers in certain sections of the coun- 
try tolerate, if not actually encour- 
age, the erroneous use of admit as 
a noun, as “an ADD-mit to class.” 
Your word reporter fails to find 
sanction for this, even as a col- 
loquialism, in any recognized dic- 
tionary. Admit as a noun simply 
does not exist except as a dialectal 
“trade” expression in the lingo of 
teachers and students. It obvious- 
ly results from false analogy with 
the noun permit (PER-mit), which 
is the correct word to use, as “this 
permit will admit you to class.”

THE OLDEST FORM of this 
treatment is what is known as 
“pneumothorax.” In this method 
air is injected into the chest be- 
tween the lung and the chest wall. 
It is forced in under pressure until 
the lung is scueezed down to about 
the size of a small fist. 

In most cases immediate improve- 
ment follows the induction of pneu- 
mothorax. The only difficulty is 
in getting the collapse to last. 
When pneumothorax is not success- 
ful, other procedures are used. One 
of these consists in cutting the 
nerve which goes to the diaphragm. 
This, of course, paralyzes the dia- 
phragm, stops movements in the 
lung, and also creates a collapse 
because the diaphragm rises up and 
compresses the lung, obliterating 
the cavity. When the nerve is cut 
and then sewn together immediate- 
ly, regeneration will occur in about 
four months, and the function of 
the diaphragm will be restored. 
Four months’ time gives an oppor- 
tunity for collapse and healing. 


* * * 

THE MOST extensive surgical 
procedure is called “thoracoplasty” 
in which parts of the ribs are re- 
moved, allowing the chest wall, 
skin and muscles to contract down 
on the lung tissue. 

Patients or their families need 
not be frightened at the thought of 
surgery in tuberculosis. It is now 
on a well-established Dasis and can 
be done safely and _ effectively. 
Practically every sanitarium in the 
country employs a surgeon to do 
one or the other of these pro- 
cedures. 

While surgery is employed prin- 
cipally for draining lung cavities 
and stopping infection and absorp- 
tion, it is also very valuable in the 
treatment of hemorrhage. In for- 
mer days doctors were quite help- 
less in the presence of hemorrhage 
from the lungs because there was 
no way to ligate the bleeding ves- 
in fact, no way to approach 
the bleeding surface at all. With 
collapse treatment, it can be stated 
quite definitely that no one should 
ever die of hemorrhage from the 
pang in tuberculosis.
